A month, perhaps, 
1S spent in thus determining the precise 
number of words the answer shali contain, 
and then another, most probably, in conclu- 
ding whether it shall be carried to the ba- 
shaw on foot or horseback or in coaches. 
Having settled the weighty matterythey 
next fall to work upon the nessageliteell, 
and hold as much chattering . over it as se 
many magpies over an addled egg. This 
done, they divide the message into small 
portions, and deliver them into the hands 
‘of little juntos of talkers, called. commit- 
tees: these juntos have each a world of 
talking about their respective paragraphs, 
and return the results to the grand divan, 
which forthwith falls to and re-te/ks the 
matter over more earnestly than ever. 
Now after all, it is an even chance that the 
subject of this prodigious arguing, quarrel- 
ling, “and talking, is an affair of no impor- 
tance, and ends entirely in smoke. May it 
not then be said, the whole nation have 
been talking to no purpose ? The people, in 
fact seem to be somewhat conscious of this 
propensity to talk, by which they are char- 
acterized, and havea favorite proverb on 
the subject, viz. “ all talk and no cider ;” 
this is particularly applied when their con- 
gress (or assembly of all the sage chatter- 
ers of the nation) have chattered through a 

rhole session, in atime of great peril atid 
Meomentous event, and have done nothitig 
but exhibit the length of their tongues and 
the emptiness of their heads. This has 
been the case more than once, my friend ; 
and to Jet thee Into.a secret, 1 have been 
told in confidence, that there have been ab- 
solutely several old women smuggled into 
coneréss from different parts of the empire, 
who having once got on the breeches, as 
thou mayst well imagine; have taken the 
lead in debate, and overwhelmed the whole 
assembly with their garrulity ; for my part 
as times go, I do not see why old women

the grist is unground, and the miller and 
his family starved. 

Every thing partakes of the windy ta-~ 
ture of the eoment. In case of any 
domestic grievance; or an insult from a fo- 
reign foe, the people are all in a baza— 
town meetings are immediately held, where 
the quid-nuncs of the city repair, each like 
an Atlas, with the cares of the whole na- 
tion upon his shoulders, each resolutely 
bent upon saving his country, amd each 
swelling and strutting like a turky-cock, 
puffed up with words, and wind, and non- 
sense. After bustling, and-buzzing, and 
bawling for some time, and after each man 
has shown himself to be indubitably the 
greatest personage in the meeting, they ~ 
pass a string of resolutions (i. e. words) 
which were /revious!y prepared for the pur- 
pose ; these resolutions are *whimsically 
denominated the e/nse_of the meeting, and 
are sent off for the instruction of the reign-_ 
ing bashaw, who reccives them graciously,

dle-bags. He is instructed to show no fa- 
vour nor affection, but to charge the thick- 
est ranks of the enemy, and to speechify 
and batter by words the conspiracy and 
the. conspirators out of existence. Hea- 
vens, my friend, what a deal of ars gales 2 
is here! it reminds me of a dunghill coe 
in a farmer’s yard, who, having accidental- 
ly in his scratchings found a worm, Imme- 
diately begins a most voeiferous cackling— 
calls around him his 4en-tearted compan- 
ions, who run chattering from ail euarters 
to gob®le up the poor litthe worm that hap- 
pened to turn under hiseye.
